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Senseless Vandalism 

What rates as one of the lowest and most despic¬ 
able acts imaginable occurred over the weekend when 
vandals pushed over and moved several tombstones 
out at the Vulcan cemetery. 

Some of the tombstones were actually carried 
from the graves they marked and left elsewhere in the 
cemetery. 

It is hard to understand what moved the perpet¬ 
rators to commit such an act. They gained nothing by 
it other than a sense of guilt. 

The cemetery has now been restored to order and 
it is to be hoped that there are no further occurrences 
of this sort. 


Dangerous Power 

When 1500 grain handlers in terminal elevators 
at Fort William and Port Arthur can threaten a strike 
that would disjoint the whole economy of Western 
Canada it would seem that organized labor has alto¬ 
gether too much power. No nation of free people 
should have to endure such a threat. 

A tie-up in transporting the huge western crop at 
the peak of deliveries would be a major catastrophe, 
from the effects of which it would take years to re¬ 
cover. Much of the grain has been sold and if delivery 
was prevented or unduly delayed customers would 
turn elsewhere or tighten their belts and do with less. 

Organized labor has a terrible power at the pre¬ 
sent time and seemingly is inclined to ruthlessness in 
the exercise of the same. Things have reached almost 
the limit when 1,500 men can threaten the welfare of 
all western Canada. Brooks Bulletin 

Scaring Hungry Ducks 

Southern Alberta farmers are clamoring for a 
change in the hunting season regulations which would 
allow the open season on ducks to commence with the 
harvest. Present regulations do not permit shooting 
until September 17, and by that time, reports say, 
many crops will have been ruined, and thousands of 
birds in the fields. It would seem there is a lot of merit 
in the suggestion, for the farmer stands to lose heav¬ 
ily. There is absolutely no reason why he should not 
have more protection than he currently is getting. His 
year’s work may be ruined in a few minutes by the 
ducks, which are encouraged and protected by such 
organizations as Ducks Unlimited. While we fully ap¬ 
preciate the wonderful work accomplished through 
some of their waterways and other structures, we feel 
they have a moral obligation to pay the board bill for 
their ducks, too, and until they make some other ar¬ 
rangement, the farmer should be empowered to treat 
the ducks as a pest. —Camrose Canadian.
